Between JFK, K’chev — 


Is Under Consideration 


Chances Are Good 
for Conference in 
Vienna, Stockholm 


PALM BEACH, Fia.. 
(AP)—A summit confer- 
ence shortly between 
President John F. Ken- 
nedy. and Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev is 
being considered, it was 
learned Sunday night, 
with the meeting given a 
60-40 chance of actually 


developing. 


Kennedy, here.on a vacation, 
was silent on the chances for 
the face-to-face meeting. 

His press secretary, Pierre 
Salinger, said only that “I don’t 
know of any present plans for 
such a meeting.” He 
to say whether any significance 
should be read into the words 
“at nt.” 

Nevertheless, it was learned 
independently that discussions 
definitely are under way on the 
diplomatic level toward a dis- 
tinct possibility that Kennedy 
and Khrushehev will get to 
gether. ° 

The initiative for a confcrence 
was understood to have come 
from Moscow rather than Wash- 
_ ington, primarily in suggestions 
from Khrushchev to US. Am- 
bassador Liewellyn Thompson 
that Khrushchev would like to 

meet the new American chief 
executive. 

Nothing has been settled at 
this point but a decision may be 

reached within a week. 

The likelihood would be that 
Kennedy would go on to a meet- 
ing with the viet Premier 
after conf in Paris with 
President Charlies de Gaulle of 

Kennedy has three days of 
conferences .set up wi De 
Gaulle from May 31 to June 2. 

Some neutral European city 
would be the likely meeting 
place for Kennedy and Khrush- 
chev. At this stage, both 
Stockholm and Vienna are de- 
finite contenders. 

Kennedy apparently is re- 
ceptive to the idea that he and 
the Russian Premier must get 
together shortly to try to form 
some basis for solving danger- 
ous, urgent problems pressing 
down at various spots in the 
world,

that U.S. Allies had been ap- 
proached on the idea. 

Before news on the confer- 
etice prospects came out of 
Palm ‘Beach, diplomatic author- 
ities in Washington indicated 
they understood Kennedy had 
sent word to Khrushchev that 
he was interested in a meeting. 
The Palm Beach report suggest- 
ed that the President sees his 
move now as a response to 
word from Khrushchev in the 
early weeks of the administra- 
tion that he would like to meet 
the new President, 

The meeting of the two men, 
if it materializes, may be under 
informal circumstances, with 
no p and ceremony, since 
neutral capital is under con- 
sideration for a conference site. 

The possible meeting’ was im- 
mediately endorsed in Washing- 
ton by Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. He 

said it should be given “the 
most serious consideration be- 
cause the problems of the 
world do have to be faced up to.”

MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet 
Government Sunday night ac- 
cused the Dutch. of firing on 
one-of their whaling ships and 
sent a note of protest. 

Minister Counselor J. Vixse- 
boxse said the note was deliver- 
ed at the Dutch Embassy and 
immediately turned over to 
translators for transmission to 
the Foreign Office at The Hague. 

Vixseboxse said apparently 
the incident occurred in. the 
North Sea but he declined to 
give further details since Le 
had not had an opportunity to 
read the note carefully. 

The note said that two Dutch 
military planes buzzed (flew 
close to) the Soviet whaling 
ship Spokoynyy Friday. 

Not only did the two planes 
buzz the ships but the note said 


one of them fired three shots 
at it.

THE HAGUE (UPI)—A For- 
eign Office spokesman denied 
knowledge Sunday of an alleg- 
ed incident reported by Mos- 
cow Radio involving “provoca- 
tive actions” by Dutch military 
planes against Soviet ships.

ally counter the Soviets.” 

Adenauer said that as 
long as the Soviet Union 
does not consent to control- 
led disarmament, the free 
peoples must be as strong as 
the Soviets to guarantee 
peace and freedom in the 
world.

The Soviet fishery delegation 
offered the second compromise 
plan featuring an increase of 
Japan’s total salmon catch 
quota by another 2,500 tons to 
57,500 tons at yesterday's un- 
Official session of the Japan-So- 
viet fishery talks in Tokyo. 

The Soviet side faturday 
showed the first compromise 
plan to increase Jdpan’s salmon 
catch quota in the so-called re- 
stricted area from the original 
50,000 tons to 55,000 tons. 

The Soviet negotiators also 
suggested that Soviet would 
withdraw part of the proposed 
restriction area expansion— 
north of 49 degrees N. lati- 
tude and west of 162 degrees 
E. latitude—yesterday. 

However, the Japanese side 


‘|expressed dissatisfaction over 


the Soviet compromise proposal 
saying that the fishing quota 
was 10,000 tons less than in last 
year despite the fact that this 
year is a good fishing year, 
whereas last year was a lean 
fishing year. 

No further p was 
made at yesterday’s meeting but 
the Japanese negotiators believ- 
ed the Soviet p was not 
final and that there was 
room for further negotiations. 

The Japanese delegation last 
week suggested that Japan re- 
duce its total salmon catch 
quota to 72,500 tons. 

And yesterday an 11-member 
delegation of Japanese fisher- 
men engaged in salmon fishery 
submitted to Piotr A. Moiseev, 
chief Soviet negotiator here, a 
resolution calling for early con- 
clusion of the parley according 
to Japan's original plan. 

The delegation met Moiseev 
at the Soviet Embassy. He re- 
plied he would endeavor to con- 
clude the parley at the earliest 
possible date after “careful con- 
sideration of the circumstances 
of Japanese fishermen con- 
cerned.” 

The resolution, which was 
later submitted to the Japanese 
Government and its party as 
well, had been adopted at a 
rally of 500 fishermen held in 
Tokyo earlier yesterday. The 
fishermen had come from Hako- 
date, where thousands of fisher- 
men including crewmen of 12 
salmon fleets assembled there 
had held similar demonstrations 
Saturday. 

The resolution called for set- 
tlement ~f the parley on the 
basis of Japan’s original demand 
for an 80,000-ton quota for this 
year, 5,000 tons less than pro- 
posed last year, abolition of 
the no-fishing areas set by the 
Soviets and immediate is- 
sion for the sailing of the Japa- 
nese fleets since the salmon fish- 
ing season is already here,

In a statement to the press, 
Chiang said Vice President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson's visit marked 
a “milestone” in Nationalist 
Chinese-American relations and 
has already had the effect of 
“beIng a stabilizing factor’ in 
Southeast Asia. 

Johnson gave the generalis- 
simo a personal letter from 
Kennedy which the Chinese 
leader said contained five main 
points. Among these, he said, 
was the pledge that America 
will “abide by its treaty obliga- 
tion,” particularly the National-

GENEVA (UPI) — The 
United States agreed Mon- 
day to permit the Commu- 
nist Pathet Lao rebels to 
attend the 14-nation con- 
ference on Laos. But the 
formal opening of the 
meeting was delayed again 


until at least Tuesday. 


The British and Russian eo 
chairmen of the conference in- 
formed U.S. Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk that there would be 
no formal opening Monday 
night. The two co-chairmen 
also said that there would be 
no communique Monday ever 
ing announcing when the meet- 
ing would take place. 

U.S. sources said the only 
hitch was that the final views 
of the Royal Lao delegation, 
some of whose members arriv- 
ed only Monday afternoon, had 
not yet been received. 

Rusk was to meet with the 
Royal Lao group at 4 p.m. fol- 
lowing a 3:30 p.m. session with 
Indian Defense Minister V. K. 
Krishna Menon. 

Rusk early Monday surren- 
dered to British and French 
pressure and agreed to attend 
the conference even though the 
rebel group is being given equal 
status with Royal Government 
and neutral delegations. 

But the US. Secretary of 
State made it clear the US. 
does not recognize the rebels 
nor the neutralists. He also 
made it clear that the U.S. gave 
in only to keep the conference 
— collapsing before it start-

JERUSALEM (AP) — An 
American judge testified Mon- 
day that Hermann Goering and 
Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop told him Adolf 
Bichmann was a main cog in 
the Nazi program to extermi- 
nate Europe's Jews. 

Pennsylvania Supreme Court 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno, 
of Pittsburgh, told the Bich- 


even carried his program into 
the allied prisoner of war 
camps. 

Musmanno testified on the 
basis of information he collected 
as a judge at the Nuernberg 
War Crimes Trials and as an 
interrogator for the U.S. Navy 
during the first Nuernberg trial 
in 1945-1946. 

Reporting on his interroga- 
tion of top Nazi officials after 
their arrest, Musmanno told 
the court: 

“Goering said he was not 
aware that the program of Jew- 
ish extermination had reached 
these reported proportions. The 
persons most responsible were 
Hitler, Bormann, Goebbels, 
Heydrich and Eichmann.” 

Asked if anyone else men- 
tioned Eichmann, the judge re 
plied: 

“Yes, Ribbentrop said he re 
sented very much Eichmann’s 
interference in his Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, He said also 
he was very sorry that Hitler 
had put so much authority into 
Eichmann—into the program of 
Jewish extermination.” ‘ 

Former Gestapo chief Ernst 
Kaltenbrunner, Musmanno con- 
tinued, “said the persons who 
ran the Jewish extermination 
program were ‘Hitler, Bor- 
mann. Himmler; Kaltenbrun- 
ner, Heydrich and Bichmann.” 

Musmanno said Hans Frank, 
Nazi Governor General of Po- 
land, “decided to wade in blood 
no longer” and complained to 
Himmler. The judge said Frank 
was referred “to Eichmann.”

HAMBURG (UPI)—A German 
court refused Monday to recog- 
nize Anna Anderson’s claim that 
she is grand duchess Anastasia 
of Russia. 

Ending more than three years 
of investigations, the court rul- 
ed Mrs. Anderson, 61, was un- 
able to give “satisfactory proof” 
that she is Czar Nicholas II's 
youngest daughter, and the only 
cee to escape alive from the 

Ishevik massacre of the Rus- 
sian royal family in 1918. 

In fact, said the court after 
four days of deliberations, evi- 
dence given through more than 
three years of thorough investi- 
gations of the historic case con- 
tradicted her claim to be the 
Russian princess.

The action in Japan, she 
said, “restored a dignity to the 
nation’s womenfolk.”

September. 


Meanwhile, opposition law 

makers of the new Democratic 
Party and some newspaper edi- 
torials Monday accused Pre- 
mier John M. Chang of making 
hasty deals with the Japanese. 
These criticisms were base1 on 
reports from Japan that J-pan 
was proposing to ask South 
Korea to withdraw property 
claims in return for grant-type 
economic aid.

Newspaper Chosun ilbo edi-

Kosaka said: “As you can 
easily see from the history of 
Japan, the cotton textile indus- 
try has played the role of a 
forerunner of industrial deve- 
lopment. 

“I am aware that this will also 
be the case with these coun- 
tries which are in the process 
of industrialization. , 


“Therefore,” Kosaka said, 
“Japan holds warm sympathy 
and understanding toward 
these countries which are mak- 
ing great efforts in the develop- 
ment of their textile industries, 
and we are willing to make 
ourselves available for any as- 
sistance which may be desired 
by these developing countries.” 


Following the opening cere- 
mony, the delegates were seated 
for the first-day discussions. 
Debates were designed to fol- 
low the adoption of an annual 
report on the world cotton 
situation. 

The report stated that after 
four successive years of reduc- 
ing the world’s cotton surplus, 
the outlook for the present sea- 
son was for a small upturn in 
carryover stocks as of Aug. 1, 
1961. Any increase, however, 
was expected to be a modest 
one and in general the 1960.61 
season had been quite favorable 
to cotton, 

At the outset of the present 
season, much of the so-called 
surplus had been liquidated. 
The opening carryover in the 
United States was little more 
than half the 1956 peak while 
stocks in other net exporting 
countries were near minimum 
levels. Stocks in net importing 
countries were well over a mil- 
lion bales higher than a year 
previous, but in India, though 
mitigated by heavy imports, the 
supply situation remained acute. 

World production of cotton 
(excluding the USSR, Eastern 
Europe, and Mainland China) 
set a new record of 32,700,000 
bales this season, compared to 
the previous record of 31,300,- 
000 in 1959-60. A decline of 
about a quarter of a million 
bales in the United States was 
more than, offset by an aggre- 
gate increase elsewhere of 
1,750,000 bales. Acreage outside 
the United States expanded 
only slightly, but average 
ields showed a marked increa- 
se. 

The most striking feature of 
production this season was the 
remarkable recovery in India, 
where last season there was a 
partial crop failure. Notable 
increases in production also oc- 
curred in Mexico and Brazil. 
Cotton production in the USSR 
and China declined this season. 

Aggregate consumption of 
cotton this season is estimated 
at 30,500,000 bales compared to 
the record 1959-60 level of 31 
million, a marked reduction in 
the United States more than 
offsetting increases elsewhere, 

Consumption of cotton in 
Japan would set a new postwar 
record this season and should 
return to almost the prewar

Two Mon uy West German 
steel industry leaders yesterday 
expressed a need for Japanese 
and German steel industries to 
cooperate in securing iron ore 
resources in India, West Africa 
and South America. 

Guenther Sohl, chairman of 
the Federation of West German 
Iron and Steel Industry, sand 
Hans Dichgans, managing 
executive of the federation, 
made the statement in Tokyo. 
Som is also president of the 
August Thyssen-Huette A. G., 
one of West Germany's largest 
steel firms. 

The two, who have inspected 
various key Japanese steel mills 
and met Japanese steel industry 
leaders, expressed admiration 
for the high standard of Japa- 
nese steel technology. They 
particularly cited the low rate 
of coke consumption, the high 
degree of the oxygen process 
steel making and wise adjust- 
ment of production expansion 
-and demand in the Japanese 
steel industry. 

They said there is no compe- 
tition between Japan and West 
Germany is getting iron ore be- 
cause Japan's main supply 
sources are in Malaya, the Phil- 
—. and Australia while 

est Germany is importing ore 
from North Africa. 

However, they said, the two 
nations are expected to switch 
their supply sources to India, 
West Af and South Ameri- 
ca in the future and then co- 
operation between the two coun- 
tries in securing iron ore will 
be necessary.

consumers had hardly thrown 
off their previous depression. 

“If Japan has been buying 
cleverly for stock, demand from 
that source could slacken. 

“In the United States, how- 
ever, consumption should con- 
tinue to improve. In Europe it 
remains steady but at, peak 
levels while in Britain it is pro- 
bably growing. 

“It will, therefore, be surpris- 


| ing if the other major world 


copper producers do not follow 
the example set by Kennecott 
a month ago and take the op- 
portunity to return to full pro 
duction. 

“Even if the tap were turned 
on immediately it would be a 
considerable time before addi- 
tional supplies reached the 
market.”

munist threat to that republic’s independence. 


Thousands 


of guerrite-fighters from Communist North Vietnam have 
been infiltrating into South Vietnam for the avowed purpose 
of overthrowing the elected Government in that country, 


while at the same time, the 


Hanoi authorities have been 


belching forth all manner of accusations against the United 


States. 


With characteristic hypocrisy, the Communists accuse 
the Americans and the Ngo Dinh Diem regime of the 
crime which they themselves propose to commit or have 
already suceeeded in committing. A statement issued by 
a North Vietnam Foreign Ministry spokesman declares 


that “everybody knows, that the U.S. 


imperialists are 


plotting to intervene still more deeply in South Vietnam, 
particularly in the field of military reinforcements, prepara- 
tion for war-and preparation for U.S. armed intervention 


in Vietnam.” 


The absurdity of this statement should be 


patent to all. Against whom is the United States “preparing 


for war” in South Vietnam? 


If the Communists were not 


trying to everthrow the legal government of the country 
there would be no need for any defense preparations. The 
high-sounding fury of Hanoi is caused, of course, by Mr. 
Johnson’s revelation that it is the American intention to- 
defend South Vietnam against absorption in the Communist 


bloc. 


The situation in Vietnam is in some degree comparable 
to that existing in Korea and Germany where Communist 
action has succeeded in dividing a nation into two parts 
without reference to the wishes and interests of the people 


themselves. 
In Korea and Germany 


the Red advance has been 


stopped so effectively that infiltration methods are no longer 


of much avail to the Communists. 


In the case of Germany 


the success of the Federal Republic has been so great that 
it acts like a magnet to draw Germans from the Red-ruled 


Sast Germany to participate in its life and work. 


In 


Korea, despite the serious difficulties which have occurred, 
the Government in South Korea has been able to check 
Communist activities and there does not appear to be any 
real fear that the Reds in the north will be able to upset 


the existing order. 


But in South Vietnam, an easier field 


for Communist infiltration tactics is presented and there 
is little doubt that unless energetic measures are taken 
the Communists may gradually be able to build up a 
large-scale military movement. against the Government. 
Both in the Philippines and the Nationalist Chinese 
island of Taiwan, the visit of Mr. Johnson has been 


appreciated. at full value. 


In Manila, he was given a 


welcome. Mr. Johnson made the American position 


clear. 


He told a joint session of the Philippine Congress 


that America would “honor her commitments to the cause 
of freedom” in the face of Communist threats, and he added 
“communism.is testing our will, by many tactics in many 


places.” 


Referring to the situation now existing in South Vietnam 
he said “Communist guerrillas hide in the jungles to strike 
by night against the families who haye chosen freedom” 
—obviously a reference to the shameful program of 
assassination pursued by the Red subversionists. In Taipei, 
Mr. Johnson got the warmest of welcomes, and President 
Chiang Kai-shek called his mission a visit of “great signifi- 
cance,” which, he said, was taking place at a time when 
Asia was in the midst of a crisis because of the situation 


in Laos. 


There is little doubt that a peaceable future for Southeast 
Asia to a large extent depends upon the two factors of 
the assurance of the unfettered independence of Laos and 
the rescue of South Vietnam from the threat of Communist 
subversion. With regard to Laos, there are fresh difficulties 
holding up the 14-nation Geneva conference and it is by 
no means certain that the Laotians will accept any decisions 
that may be reached by that conference even if inter- 


national agreement. there proves possible. 


Nor is there 


any doubt but that the Laotians are not the only parties 


who have no faith in this conference. 


However, we are 


not yet prepared to say that Laos is lost to the Reds; 
but the outlook is not hopeful. 


- The prospects for saving South Vietnam are better. The 
joint communique issued by Mr. Johnson and President 
Ngo envisages definite measures that should prove effective. 
The proposal that other Allied Governments should be 
called on to. help the United States and Vietnam to wage 
a counterguerrilla struggle, in addition to America’s own 
crack jungle fighters, may bring the Philippines and Malaya 


into the picture.

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy is understood to be 
considering the advisability of 
appointing a personal chief of 
staff to serve as his intimate 
adviser on military problems of 
the highest magnitude—the 
peace-or-war kind of problems. 

He has no intention in any 
case of discarding or down- 
grading the present Joint Chiefs 
of Staff system. He is I 
ing somewhat wistfully, how- 
ever, some means by which as 
commander in chief he might 
obtain, at the last hour of any 
crisis, the direct, flat, yes-or-no 
recommendation of one single 
of=cer whose whole duty and 
responsibility would be toward 
the White House. 

One of the President's diffi- 
culties in the recent anti-Castro 
invasion of Cuba was not the 
lack of advice but rather the 
diffused nature of that advice. 

Bigness is a necessary vice in 
the present military estabiish- 
ment. In , the very word 
has come to be a 
svnonym for a sprawling vast- 
ness, for the endless exchange 
of papers and plans through 
many hands. 

Another vice—necessary or 
not—lies in the fact that every 
member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff feels sqome responsibility 
not solely for national security 
in the largest sense but also for 
the proper growth and due pro- 
spering of his own service, 
whether this be Army, Navy or 
Air. 

One frequent consequence of 
these divided interests is a 
tendency to treat a military 
problem in its fragmented parts 
—from the Army view, from the 
Navy view, from the Air view. 
And so there is also a tendency 
to come up at the end with what 
amounts to a committee paper. 
Committee papers by their very 
nature involve compromise and 
so may well settle for: some 
common denominator which 
lacks the hard, clear quality of 
a command advice given by one 
high voice. 

Should such and such a thing 
be done or not done, from the 
military point of view? Com- 
mittee advice may reply with 
maybes and yes-buts. Equally, 
too, it tends to avoid any pre- 
cise placing of responsibility on 
any one adviser to the Presi- 
dent. 

So all the various schemes 
for “unification” of the armed 
forces ever since the Second 
World War have produced quite

Kennedy Considering Personal Chief of Staff 


as much blurring of respon- 
sibility as of “unity.” Congress 
has long since turned down the 
idea of having a single, sup- 
reme military chief of staff 
over the Pentagon. This is 
not an issue with the President. 

There is, however, no legal 
bar whatever to the selection by 
the President of some officer to 


act ag his rsonal chief of 
staff. Presi t Franklin D. 
Roosevelt took that course, 


choosing Fleet Admiral William 
Leahy. 

Kennedy has this example in 
mind in his own present search 
for a means to have advice 
ready at hand from an officer 
with no further glory to seek 
in his own career, no further 
stars to earn and no further 
commitment—emotional or ac- 
tual—to any one service. 

Moreover, the great turn in 
military policy being made by 
this Administration—to give 
greater emphasis to the capacity 
to fight limited and convention- 
al warfare—wilil make the Presi- 
dent's need for this kind of 
advice ever-more poignant. 
When the country’s fundament- 
al military policy rested on a 
single concept—‘“massive §re- 
taliation” through the atomic 
weapon—there was little need 
for decisions of the hard, mid- 


diing kind, as for example the 
decision to give indirect sup- 
port to the Cuban patriots. On 
the whole, we seemed, in effect, 
committed to go to war with 
éverything we had—that is, 
world war—or to go to no kind 
of war at all. 


The whole basis of the pres- 
ent Administration's policy is 
wholly different. The assump- 
tion is that the “big” weapon 
will be unleashed only in de- 
fense from the “big” weapon 
of the Soviet Union, but that 
our ability and will to defend 
free areas with action short of 
nuclear war will be measurab- 
ly and frankly increased.

Unjustified Mail Delay 


To the Editor: 

I would like to ask you to 
print my complaint about the 
postal services which are the 
source of constant complaints 
for many receivers of mail. 
There have been complaints be- 
fore and services have improv- 
ed here and there. But what 
happened to me the other day 
is beyond the worst you can 
expect. It is the unjustified 
delay in mail when mail from 
abroad (airmail) takes much, 
more time within the city to be 
brought to your office than 
while in transit to Japan. The 
letters showed the complete ad- 
dress and the location of the 
addressee is right in the cen- 
ter of Tokyo (Kyobashi). 

One letter, registered, ws 
mailed from Duesseldorf on 
April 26, 1961 according to ti» 
eancellation stamp (registra- 
tion No. R 320g, Duesseldorf, 
IAS). On the reverse side of 
this letter was the stamp of 
the Tokyo Airport Post Office: 
Tokyo AP, 29 IV 61, 0-8. 

The other letter was mailed 
according to the cancellation 
stamp from Calcutta on April 
26, 1961 and was registered un- 
der the No. R-172/26/46. This 
letter arrived at the Tokyo Alir- 
port Post Office on April °8 at 
22-24 hours according to the 
stamp on the reverse side of 
the envelope. So far so good, 
but when, dear reader, do you 
think were the two letters hand- 
ed us by the mail man? Believe 
it or not: it was May 8 when 
both letters were handed over to 
us without any explanation by 
the mail man for the delay. At 
the latest, delivery could have 
been expected on May 1 or 2, 
when our personnel was in the 
office until late in the after- 
noon. 

Isn't it ridiculous that it tak- 
es five times jonger for a letter 
to be delivered within the city

seeds. As Buddhist priests of 
China were in the habit of drink- 
ing tea, Eisai also learned to 
love the drink, which was par- 
ticularly found effective to keep 
him awake from drowsiness, 
and also to keep his health 
sound. He introduced tea drink- 
ing first to Buddhist priests and 
the habit became popular among 
all classes of the people rapidly. 


The tea seeds he brought 
home were given to Priest Kyo- 
e-shonin, who planted them on 
the hill of Togano-o. There the 
first tea leaves in the country 
were obtained. As the tea 
drinking habit spread, tea 
plants came to be cultivated 
soon at Daigo and Uji. Other 
districts soon followed as de- 
mand rose. 


The original tea garden plant- 
ed by Kyo-e-shonin disappeared, 
though it is not known when. 
But recently a tea garden was 
laid out at the spot which is be- 
lieved to be the original site. 


The Kozanji Temple, though 
not so famous as many great 
temples of Kyoto, has many 
valuable specimens of ancient 
art and literature. Among those 
may ke mentioned several cari- 
cature sketches of animals 
drawn by Priest Kakuyu (1053- 
1140), who is commonly known 
as Toba-sojo, and is honored as 
the first Japanese caricaturist. 

Many tea lovers, however, re- 
gret that the public has forgot- 
ten that it was at Kozanji that 
the first tea trees were planted 
in Japan, though they know 
Japan is a great tea drinking 
and tea producing country.

duce smaller nations to join the 
club. 

‘The German and Japanese 
Governments might well re‘ect 
on the treatment which helped 
make possible their own rapid 
recovery. The United States 
forgave two-thirds of Germany's 
$3,000 million postwar debt, and 
made the remainder repayable 
at 2-% per cent. Japan has yet 
to pay anything on its postwar 
debt of roughly $1,600 million.” 


Hardship in Red China 


LONDON’ (Kyodo-Reuter)—

However, they cautioned 
against unrealistic optimism 
over the settlement of pending 
questions through politica! 
negotiations rather than over 
the conference table. 

The Hankook Hbo said: “We 
should not disregard the fact 
that there are traps in the 
words “political settlement.” 

“As the proverb says,” the 
paper said, “haste makes waste.” 

“We must know in advance 
that we are likely to fall in a 
pit if we attempt to jump too 
fast.” 

The editorial advised govern- 
ment authorities to go through 
normal diplomatic channel to 
attain an early settlement in 
normalizing the relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

The Seoul Iril Shinmun said: 
“We cannot leave settlement of 
various diplomatic problems to 
irresponsible statements of a 
group of politicians bypassing 
normal negotiations.” 

The Kyunghang Shinmoon 
expressed dissatisfaction over 
the fact that Japanese and 
Korean officials discussed “with 
extraordinary interest” the 
matter of Japanese economic as- 
sistance while more or less 
negiecting other important 
pending issues. 

The paper also said: “It should 
not be so misunderstood that 
friendly relations between Ja- 
pan and Korea must start from 
complete oblivion of the past.” 


Red Expansion 


LONDON  (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Daily Telegraph said in 
Southeast Asia Communist 
strength was expanding “like a 
heath fire on a gigantic scale.” 

“No sooner is the flareup in 
Laos reduced to a sullen and 
smoky glow than the alarms 
begin to clang next door in 
South Vietnam,” the paper said, 

“President Diem is re 
to be reluctant to invite the 
intervention of American forces 
and Washington appears to un- 
derstand that something more 
constructive is needed. 

“Increased military and eco- 
nomic aid has been authorized 
to the tune of $41 million. As 
usual, however, there is, no 
guarantee that there is going

to succeed. 

“All in all if the picture is 
even half as bad as it is painted 
it seems surprising that of the 
Western powers only America 
appears perturbed.” .

NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Herald-Tribune said that 
“in sending Vice President 
Johnson to what appears to be 
the rescue of Southeast Asia, we 
are risking an important loss of 
prestige.” 

“It is no fault of Mr. John- 
son's that detailed rescue pians 
are not in his pocket or that he 
can give no specific answers to 


questions of this kind,” the 
paper said, 
“No doubt his to 


President Kennedy will result 
in the creation of another ‘task 
force’ assigned to make a 
sweeping review of our goals 
and our methods, and to out- 
line new courses of action in 
_— Vietnam and everywhere 
else. 

“But it is much too late for 
that, and we already know 
enough about our mistakes. We 
can only hope Mr. Johnson's 
mission does not produce any 
more.”
